I have always told him that stocks 
would ruin us yet, and bogged and im- 
plored him to leave tlieni alone, but ho 
did not seoui to be able, and now this 
wildcat Albion has plunged us all into 
niisory. If I only knew where he was 
so I could go and comfort him, for I 
know he sadly needs it. 

"But I know he is all right and has 
not forgotten us, and that he will 
strive to make good his wrongs, aa he 
says in his letter to Jlr. liobinson: 'I 
have gone to a distant country, where 
the .shame of this act cannot follow 
me, there to begtu lifo anew and work 
liard to gain that money I have stolen 
from you. Let me implore Jyou to 
take care of my Dolly. Look that no 
harm befalls her and ] will ever thank 
vou and God will reward you for your 
kindness. Take care of Dolly. "

»'Yi|B," re|>lied Mrs. Chisholm, "but, 
Dolly dear, you must not think that 
every reporter is our enemy. Just 
don,t interru])t us us.

"I never know 
anything of this matter until this mor- 
ning, when a message from Judge Ty- 
ler reached me. When Dan left mo 
Tuesday monung he told us to meet 
him as usual in the evening, and 1 con- 
sequently drove down to the dejjot, but 
he did not come.

Mr. Smithe moved in amendment that 
all the words after "that" bo struck out 
iitid the following be inserted instead 
thereof ; This House thanks his honor 
for his gracious speech and dosiro.i loyally 
to assure his honor tiiat his honor's miuis- 
tera do not jjoa.seas the confidence of this 
Assembly. The liouso also takes this 
opportunity to express its rof>ret that in 
view of n goveriiinont having boon formed 
which has not boon approved by tlie leg- 
islatme, his honor's niiiiisturs have vio- 
lated the principles of responsible gov- 
onnneiit by not advising his honor to call 
tho House together at a much earlier pe- 
riod. 

Mr. Smitho said he would not do- 
tain tho House at any great length to- 
day. Ho had, on [iievioua occasions, vx- 
plained hia vie\is on the government 
policy at great leii^lh, and more than a 
brief glimeo at thia i-i'imiant o! a guverri- 
inent ani.1 its policy wuiikl be uiineceasaiy 
now. Mr. Speaker know the promises of 
tho government live years ago — J»ow they 
had promised the Island railway should 
be built within a short period — tho 
Ist of May of the following year — 
that in default, the govern- 
ment would lead 'ho country into 
seceaaion. That the^ would be the first 
to shoulder muskets and sei/.e the cuatoni 
house and do other terrible things. Where 
was the Island railway to-day? Had they 
carrieil out their tlneats^ No; they suc- 
1 cumbed in the moat luiau.'able iiiaiiiier 
I possible. What did the speech of yester- 
i day say I That tho bogus company form- 
I ed to l)uild the Island railway had failed 
I iind we were told that having relieved the 
Dominion govornmeut of the obligation 
I to build the Island railway, we now ap- 
I peared in tho position of .suppliants. The 
i leader of thogoveriinieiit by supporting t ho 
I bogus ciimiiany and hy repealing the 
I Raihvay Lands .•\ct had iJOii>i- 
bly relieved the Doiiuniou of 
the obligation of building the 
Island railway. Such was the 
opinion of the fJovernor-fJenoral. Next 
to the Island railway came the diydock. 
Who did not reiuomhor tho then leader of 
tho opposition holding up :t piece of 
honeycombed pile and declaring that that 
was a specimen of the wooj which waa 
being placed in the coil'er dam which, 
the then leader said, would not stand the 
pressure of the water a single hour after be- 
ing pumped. Five years had passed .since 
the government had piomiaed to build the 
dock within two yoai-a, and that 
without asking the province for a cent. 
Tho water was pumped out four years ago 
yet the coil'er dam still stood, safe and 
sound. But how stood the dookl It was 
scarcely connnenced instead of being in a 
state approaching completion. It had 
cost tne province large sums of munoy 
and public fiintia had been wasted moat 
shamefully. 'i'ho government waa tho 
most incapable, do-nothing administra- 
tion that ever sat in this or any other 
province. When out of power they de- 
nounced taxation yet they swallowed the 
Elliott policy irhnlii^ b'llii^, not having 
braiiiH enmigh to suggest anything new 
except a name for a ta.x under the princi- 
ple that "a rose by any other name would 
smell as sweet." [Laughter and cheers.] 
In small matters the premier was groat, 
but in great matters ho w.is ainall. He 
had been kno-vn to write thirteen letters 
with respect to the payment of yet 
behold his waste on the dock and other 
public works! [Hoar!J Ho asked what 
had become of the charge of $3000 which 
he had htild against Vowell, of Cassinr, 
for expenditures which lie had nmde in 
the eMi[>loyment of apecial conalaldeal 
But fur the giivernnioiit parsimmiy to- 
ward Casaiar, Jenkinson, who loat his 
life in discharge of his duty, would bo 
alive now. Ho (Mr. .Smithe) had moved 
in the House tor tho correspondence be- 
tween tho government and Mr. Vowell, 
which W.IS paaaed; but it was not brought 
down to this day, notwithstanding the 
pjomisesof the leather of the government. 
Ho had also moved that tho corrospond- 
onco bo placed in the sessional papers. 
On the day of the prorogation he met 
tho now leader of the government on the 
bridge who said to him that ho had set- 
tled with Mr. Vowell. From that day 
to thia nothing has been seen of the cor- 
respondence; but Mr. Vowell got his 
money — nioney the honorable gontioman 
said should never be paid, but which ho 
paid to avoid expoauro. It was alone 
by his carefulness, in a suntll way, 
of tho finances of the pro- 
vinco that that gentleman iioped to pi'ovu 
bis litnoas for a retention of public con- 
fidence.

n'it Mr. Boaven. Tho country muat bo 
ruled in accordai'.oi) v.ith tl',o will of the 
pooplo. Tho govornmeut had favored 
the rich inan\*it!3 oppressed the poor, 
BlruggHng settle/. Thousands of acres of 
land lielif by rioh men were scarcely tax- 



ed atall, while tho poor settler was taxed 
to death and his lands sold if he did not 
pay taxes promptly. (Hear.) As a proof of 
what he aaid. let hon. gentlemen remem- 
ber the premier's tract of land at Hurrard 
Inlet, for which ho had refused S-10,000, 
and which he valued foe taxation purposes 
at a little over §400. (Hoar and shame.) 

Mr. Beaven said the stateinent was in- 
correct. 

JMr Davie said ho had been so inform- 
ed and he believed tho oHicial records 
would support the statemant. After some 
further remarks tho hun. gentleman sat 
down amid a prolonged outburst of cheer- 
ing. 

.\ftei cries of question, question, Mr. 
Grant remarked that as certain members 
of tho opposition hail mado a dead set on 
bini and his district ho would reply to a 
few things that had been said. An ex- 
planation of sevend matters relative to 
Cassiar was tlien entered into particu- 
larly the murder of Jenkinson. He quite 
agreed with .vhat the leader of the oppo- 
sition had said about the neglect that had 
boon manifested with regard to hia dis- 
trict. He did not proposo to make a 
speech and would nut have risen at all 
only for misstatements from tho other 
side of the House. Ue congratulated the 
premier on not being in Seattle for in that 
case ho would not be answerable for what 
would happen with all the allegations that 
had boon brought against liim. (Laugh- 
tor.) Ho certainly would not vole in 
favor of tho aniendniont. 

Mr. hienilin wished to define his posi- 
tion before tho House aud the country. 
In former years he was a inembor of tho 
legislature and then ho had generally fol- 
lowed the government of that dtiy. Hia 
political i)rinciple3 were tho aanio now as 
formerly and he waa obliged to say that 
he could not consistently follow any gov- 
ernment that did not pursue tho cour.so 
that hiid been adopted by preceding onea. 
Ho believed in making roads and keeping 
them in order. A new country was very 
much like a new farm. It reciuired a 
largo expondlturo before any return could 
bo expected and money spent in making 
roads waa by no means thrown away. A 
dill'ereiit state of things was now in ox- 
isteiice. Expensive, valuable and inula- 
ponaable highways wore now utterly ne- 
glected and going to ruin under tho policy 
of the existing government. (Hear, hear.) 
Tho great neglect that his own district of 
Y'ale had experienced would oblige him 
to express an opinion and record his vote 
adversely to the present government. 
(Cheers and hoar, hear.) He censured 
the government for not calling the House 
togothor early in A ugual or at least not 
later than September; fm- wlionover a 
doubt exists aa to thn reUtive po.-.itiun of 
parties the Houao should bo summonod 
to sidvo that doubt. If the vote should 
then bo adverse it would show that the 
government did not possess the cinifidenco 
of tho people. He w.aa obliged to come to 
the conclusion that the present govern- 
ineiit had been holding on to ofllco uncon- 
stitutionally since the last general elec- 
tion and for that reason as well as other 
roasons he would have to record his vote 
against them. (Great cheoring and hear, 
hoar. ) 

Mr. Wilson thought it a duty he owed 
to the House and to his constituents to 
explain his reasons for his vote. The 
question before the hotise was strictly one 
of want of cunfidunce. It became then 
necessary to examine what were tho gov- 
ernniont. Instead of meeting the houao 
with a full executive so that hon. niem- 
bers could form an opinion there existed 
but a moiety of a governnient and but a 
moiety of this moiety entitled to his sup- 
port. (Hoar, hoar.) ilowovor much he 
might have been disposed to support tho 
honorable leader of the government bo 
could not extend thc aatne support to bis 
C(dlengue. The hmi. the leader of the 
governnient had elected to ally hiniaelf 
with an unworthy asaociato and he inuaL 
stand or fall hy his seloctifui . (Cheers 
and hoar, hoar.) There wore other con- 
siderations that inllueiicod his vote mure 
nearly concerning tho direct interests of 
his conatitueiita. Tho entire abaencc of 
all reference in the s[)occli to any indica- 
tion of an intention to see that the main- 
land had other judicial otbcors higher 
than justices of the peace w.as one of 
them. Uo felt strongly on this subject. 
The grossest swindles might bo perpe- 
trated and in fact wnro to his knowdedge 
aince ho has arrived from Cariboo. Cre- 
ditors were defrauded of their debts and 
the liberties of the people might be un- 
justly invaded without redress; and yet 
there wtis no indication of this state of 
aU'airs being remedied. (Hoar, hear.) 
Ho referred to the clause suggesting tho 
appropriation of an indefinite sum for 
explorations and showed that under tho 
same clause last yoar only the beggarly 
sum of §1500 was placed on tho estimate 
and of this sum but a ainall proportion 
found its way to Cariboo. Without some 
assurance of how his district waa to be 
dealt with in this matter he declined to 
support the govornniont. (Loud cheers.) 

Hon. Mr. .-VrnLstrong was of opinion 
that there was aoniething interesting about 
tho present debate. He opposed the 
government last year for wliat he con- 
sidered woro just grounds. His conati- 
tuonts were well pletvaed with his conduct 
last session and had oleoted him by ac- 
clamation laat summer. Thoy had also 
re-elected him after accopting otlico. Ho 
accused the leader of tho cppogition of 
making misstatements to him at Now 
Westminster about the dry dock bricks 
costing §3.60 per thousand more than 
the market price. 

iMr. Smithe — The honorable gontlenian 
is much mistaken. 1 never made any 
such remark. 

Mr. .-Vrniatrong, in continuation, aaid 
that he came down to Victoria a few days 
afterwards and when he found that tho 
statement of the lender of the Opposition 
was incorrect, he turned hia back upon 
that party for ever niid ever. [Loud 
laughter.] He had boon accused of be- 
ing a traitor by tho Opposition in divulg- 
ing its secrota, but this too was incorrect 
for ho had never done any such thing. 
He contended that nothing wbatovor had 
been produced by thc Opposition worthy 
of consideration. None of their charges 
could bo sustained or proved. His views 
with regard to the govornmont of tho 
province were then onunciatod and ho 
contended that it was perfect nonsonso 
to appoint conatablos throughout the in- 
terior for it would cost too much inonoy. 
Island railway matters were then diacuas- 
ed and tho idea advanced that tho whole 
[vrovinco should r'ocoivo any conipenaa- 
tioii that might bo given for not building 
that road and not the Island exclusively. 
No blame could be attached to the gov- 
ernment on that ((ucstioii. Thc govorn- 
nient bad for the laat four years gone on 
tho principle of not spoiidiiig mora iiionoy 
than was received from tlio roventie. Min- 
ing tiortiona of tho uouiitry bad received 
more cQnaidDriition than the agricultural 
portions, and had receiretl too much at- 
tention at the hands of the government. 

Mr. T. Davie — .-Viid yot, holding those 
views, you expect the Cariboo and Cas- 
aiar nieinbera to vote for you! 

Air. Armstrong — I don't want them to 
Vote for mo. 1 don't care vdicther thoy 
Vote |or us or not. Wij l\vo are jjerfectly 



indepcndont. We are as independent as 
any twomembersof this House. [LaughtorJ 
He and his colleague were perfectly inde- 
pendent then, notwithstanding tho 1am- 
eiitatitnia that had been made; and tho 
Opposition might turn them out if they 
saw fit. (LaughtorJ);:, The distribntion 
of the judges thVougliouf the interior was 
next dealt with, and ho claimed that 
neither the house nor tho government 
could move thein out of Victoria. Per- 
haps it would be bettor for tho hon. 
member for Cariboo who hud just apokou 
if a judge wore not sent to that district. 
(Laughter.) In dffending the gorern- 
mont for not calling the house together 
earlier ho instanced a British government 
that was similarly situated. [Cries of 
"how long ago i" Mr. liobaoii — 300 years. 
Mr. Drake — It was in tho time of King 
.Alfred. Loud laughter.] The course of 
tho government was then defended with 
regard to the Mainland railway lands and 
the Dominion government was blamed 
for neglect in this particular. 

Mr. Robson was about to address the 
houae when Mr. Armstrong rose to his 
feet and after he sat down it was felt 
that nothing more need be said, Mr. 
Armstrong's speech having put the finish- 
ing touch upon the Opposition cause much 
more satisfactorily and emphatically than 
oven a speech from so forcible a debater 
aa the aonior member froin New Wo.st- 
niiiister district could possibly do. It was 
tliorofore decided to lot tho niombor for ■ 
New West'r City, who had been so easily 
bought and so cheaply sold, send the case 
to tho jury, consequently a division was 
loudly called for. After the speaker's 
bell had been rung for a division Mr. 
^McLeeso rose to his feet, but was inform- 
ed by Mr. Speaker that ho waa too late. 
The first division took place as to whether 
"the words proposed to bo struck out 
should remain a part of the question,"

The loader of tho govornmont stated 
thai in consequence of tho large adversa 
vole that had just been recorded against 
him he would move for an adjournment 
till 2 o'clock Monday next, when the 
Houae might expect to hear of his resig- 
nation. This was seconded by Mr. Smithe 
and carried.
